ing in the club after hours." 

A few moments later they 
said they had arrived at the 
station with “evidence of 
liquor law violation.” 

A fine point, whether it is 
illegal to be drinking from 
a bottle, bought during legal 
selling hours, two or five 
minutes after those legal 
selling hours have ended, 
was raised yesterday by Post 
Commander Robert Schmitt 
and Tom Marchine, post bar¬ 
tender here for several years. 

According to Marchine, the 
officers came in at 2:02, by 
his watch, to the bar where 
members were cleaning up 
after a Father’s Day dance. 

“They didn’t say any¬ 
thing,” Marchine reported. 

“Nobody was sitting at the 
tables, but they took a beer 
bottle from Mrs. Schmitt’s 
hand. She was helping clean 
up. Then they came up to 
the bar where maybe five or 
six persons were sitting and 
they took a bottle right from 
one man’s mouth. He was 
drinking the last swallow. 

Then they left. It was 2:04 
by my watch. If they were 
going by the wall clock—it’s 
six minutes fast.” 

The law, section 25632 of 
the Alcoholic Beverage Act, 
states that it is a misde¬ 
meanor to permit alcoholic 
beverage to be consumed on 
licensed premises during the 
hours that it is unlawful to 
sell such beverage. 

Strictly interpreted this 
would mean that a drink 
bought shortly before 2 
o’clock closing could not be 
finished at a fraction of a 
moment after the legal cur¬ 
few.

a one cent increase in the 
1 Pasadena School District 
would result in a dollar re¬ 
turn of $26,100 based on its 
assessed valuation of $261.- 
082,000. 

Practically speaking, a 
one cent raise in Pasadena 
would more than pay the 
salaries of five teachers at 
$5,000 each per year while 
it would require almost a 
4 1 i cent raise in the Sierra 
Madre rate to pay the teach¬ 
er at the same salary. 

3. EXISTING Bonded In¬ 
debtedness. 

Under the terms of the 
Education Code, Sierra Ma¬ 
dre would continue to be 
liable for existing bonded 
indebtedness of the school 
district and the property 
within would continue to be 
taxed for bond redemption 
and interest until it is paid 
off, in the same manner as 
it would be taxed if it had 
not unified with Pasadena. 

The property of the Sierra 
Madre District, however, 
does not assume any obliga¬ 
tion for the existing bonded 
indebtedness of the Pasade¬ 
na District unless the people 
vote by a two-thirds major! 
ty to do so. 

When any bonds are sold 
by the Pasadena District 
subsequent to annexation 
of Sierra Madre, regardless 
of date of authorization by 
vote of the people, Sierra 
Madre property becomes lia¬ 
ble for such bonded indebt¬ 
edness. 

Consider Sierra Madre’s 
bond requirements that are 
now developing into issues 
and additional financial ob¬ 
ligations of our small dis¬ 
trict. 

Our legal bond limit is 
$642,000 and we now have 
$293,000 issued, leaving a 
balance of $349,000, which 
will be substantially reduced 
should we vote almost $300,- 
000 as an issue for needed 
classrooms. 

4. TAX RATES. 

Our District already is 
subject to tax rates applied 
to the Pasadena High School 
and Junior College Districts. 
If we annex our elementary 
schools, the only difference 
in the tax rates would be in 
relation to the elementary 
district. 

The current Pasadena ele¬ 
mentary tax rate is $1,536.3 
to every $100 assessed prop¬ 
erty valuation. The current 
Sierra Madre rate is $1.4882. 
Our bond rate is $0.2592, 
making the total Sierra Ma¬ 
dre elementary rate, includ¬ 
ing bonds, $1.7474. 

If we were assessing the 
current Pasadena rate, plus 
bonds, our tax rate would be 
$1 .7955 or an amount .481 
greater than we are now 
paying. Above figures apply 
to the 1956-57 school year. 

However, this would in¬ 
clude a greatly expanded 
school program which would 
be impossible for Sierra Ma¬ 
dre to provide without seri¬ 
ous tax increases. 

5. PLANT EXPANSION in 

Sierra Madre. 

Pasadena Board of Educa¬ 
tion policy is to eliminate 
double sessions in all in¬ 
stances except kindergarten 
by building additional class¬ 
rooms as needed. This policy 
would be applied to Sierra 
Madre as well. 

6. SPECIAL Services. 

The Pasadena school sys¬ 
tem includes a special office 
of elementary education; a 
co-ordinator of learning ma¬ 
terials who is in charge of 
an extensive audio-visual 
department and central li¬ 
brary; a coordinator of guid¬ 
ance and counseling under 
whom are six psychologists 
and supervisors; offices of 
art, music, health and phys¬ 
ical education. This person¬ 
nel aids teachers and others 
to improve and strengthen 
the educational program. 

In addition there are the 
offices of Child Welfare, 
Chief Physician, Recreation, 
Child Care and Education 
Services of all these would 
become available to Sierra 
Madre elementary pupils. 

7. TEACHERS, Staff and 
Salary Schedules. 

Annexation of one district 
to another is covered by the 
Education Code which pro¬ 
vides that certificated and 
non-certificated personnel 
of Sierra Madre would be 
blanketed into the Pasadena 
District with the same rights 
and privileges at that time 
held by them. 

Administrators, however, 
maintain status only as 
teachers and suitable as¬ 
signments would have to be 
worked out for those who 
might transfer to Pasadena. 
Certificated and non-certifi- 
cated personnel would be 
placed on the existing Pas¬ 
adena salary schedules in 
accordance w i t h training 
and experience. 

Time served in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre would count the same as 
time served in Pasadena for 
purposes of placement on 
the salary schedule. 

8. CLASS SIZE.

If vacation travel is con¬ 
fined to Mexico or to Eu¬ 
rope, only a smallpox vac¬ 
cination is required. Should 
the holiday be spent in Can¬ 
ada or a few other nearby 
places, no vaccination is re¬ 
quired at all. 

Surprisingly enough, trav¬ 
elers can often wander from 
one European country to an¬ 
other without being asked 
for the certificate.

demanded 
from everyone, whether ob- 
t a i n e d from vaccination 
within the past three years 
or from a previous attack of 
the disease. If this informa¬ 
tion is not available, the 
individual may find himself 
detained at port of entry for 
a period of observation. 

For the most part, people 
prefer to have necessary 
travel vaccination done by 
a private physician who can 
then record it on the cer¬ 
tificate and sign it as re¬ 
quired. 

AFTER obtaining what is 
needed the person must then 
bring the certificate to the 
local health department of¬ 
fice in the area where the 
doctor has his practice (it 
may be mailed in with a 
stamped self-addressed enve¬ 
lope) in order that the form 
may be officially stamped. 

To help the traveler avoid 
confusion and delay, it is 
perhaps worth emphasizing 
that it is the location of the 
doctor’s office that deter¬ 
mines where the certificate 
shall be sent for the stamp 
of official approval and not 
the individual’s place of 
residence.
